But, not now. The new Secre- 
tary has moved boldly. 

The United States on Friday 
voted with a bloc of 21 Afro- 
Asian nations calling on all 
foreign forces—British, French 
and Israeli—to quit Egypt. It 
was a “get-out-now” resolution. 

Neither the British nor French 
had any warning of this posi- 
tion. Indeed, it followed many 
statements of intent to repair 
the alliance. Without question it 
will be followed by others. It 
is likely the new Secretary of 
State sincerely believes the al- 
liance can be made workable. 


Conclusions 


This is by no means sure. The 
British are left in a vacuum of 
frustration. So are the French. 
There now is reason to believe 
the English had hoped to bring 
off the Suez coup d’etat by bomb- 
ing alone. But the French, with 
their North African empire daily 
being supplied with arms from 
Egypt, and with the’ Nasser 
radio urging revolt, were ada- 
mant on occupation. The plan 
_ failed of its purpose. 

The United States has not said 
so, but certain high-level conclu- 
_ sions seem obvious. 

One is that the White House 
believes, with reason, that Brit- 
ish and French influence in the 
Middle East is not merely at a 
low ebb, but nonexistent. 

Two is that official Washing- 
ton entertains the belief the Arab 
nations prefer a closer relation- 
ship with the United States than 
with Russia. Therefore, Secre- 
tary of State Eisenhower is mov- 
ing to try and become the dom- 
inant influence in the Middle 
East. It will be a program 
backed by a tremendous sum of 
credit and equipment. 

Three—and this almost certain- 
ly will be the private word to 
the old friends in Europe—peace 
in the Middle East will include 
Cyprus, North Africa and Israel. 

This will have an appeal. But 
it is so dry apiece of diplomatic 
loaf it will require several cups 
of bitter tea for swallowing.

The premier said that if Nagy 
had returned to his home he 
would have run the risk of attack 
by “counter-revolutionary assas- 
sins and the government would 
have had to bear the responsi- 
bility.”". Kadar insisted that re- 
organization of his government 
‘and the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops could be considered only 
after order had been. restored 
and work resumed throughout 
the ; 
As for the arrests of young 
Hungarians, against which the 
workers council had protested, 
they would be ended only ‘‘when 
murderers and looters cease 
committing their crimes,”’ the 
premier said. 
The Belgrade radio said tonight 
that a workers’ delegation had 
been told at Soviet headquarters 
in Budapest that the Hungarian 
government had refused permis- 
sion for Nagy either to return to 
his home or to go to Yugoslavia.

FORMAL PROTEST SEEN 


It could not be determined 
whether a formal protest has been 
delivered to the Soviet government 
by the Yugoslav embassy here, 
but it was presumed that it would 
be soon. 

The Yugoslavs said the present 
Hungarian government had given 
a guarantee of safe conduct for 
Nagy and his party, including de- 
pendents. They were to have been 
permitted to return to their homes 
once they left the sanctuary of 
the Yugoslav embassy. Instead, 
they were taken into custody as 
they left the embassy grounds. 
REPORTED IN ROMANIA 

Nagy since has been reported 
by both the Budapest radio and 
by Tass, the Soviet government 
news agency, to have gone to 
Romania. Tass said Nagy and 
“his associates’’ had asked the 
Hungarian government for per- 
mission to go to “‘another social- 
ist state.”’ It said that the Hun- 
garian government gave permis- 
sion, and the former govern- 
ment leader and his comrades 
departed Friday for Romania. 

Thus far the Soviet radio and 
press have reported only that 
Nagy and other former Hungarian 
leaders have gone to Romania. 
There has been no mention here 
of the Yugoslav-Hungarian agree- 
ments on Nagy, nor of a Yugoslav 
protest against interference by 
the Soviet security force in this 
matter. 


SOVIET EXPLANATION

SPRINGER, N.M., Nov. 25 #— 
Two persons perished today and 
eight were injured when a lique- 
fied petroleum gas _ explosion 
ripped through two buildings in 
this northern New Mexico town. 

Three other buildings were de- 
stroyed by a fire.which followed. 

Several volunteer firemen re- 
ceived minor cuts when a second- 
ary explosion blew out the front of 
one of the buildings, sending glass 
shooting across the four-lane U.S.

Mackinder concluded that command of 
“world island’ would reduce all 
other continents or island masses to the 
role of satellites—including North and 
South America. He concluded further that 
emergence of air power would*have no 
effect on the realities of control. 

The plain fact is that Russia today is 
largely in control of the “Heartland.” 
‘Her move into the Middle East is the first 
step in conquest of Africa and also the rest 
of Asia, say the geopoliticians, and after 


that the rest of the world would be forced 


to fall in line’ The Middle East is the 
strategic center of three continents. 
The geopoliticians maintain that the 


United States can defeat the Soviet plot 


only if it retains its alliance with its 
European allies and keeps control of the 
Atlantic Ocean and the Mediterranean. 
Loss of Suez and the Middle East to 
Russia could be fatal. 


} That is why the American péople 


must be concerned about what is hap- 
pening to our foreign policy and to the 
Atlantic alliance. Their future and that 
of the entire world depends upon defeat-

Milk Vending Machines 


Are Proving Practical 


Writing in the Market Bulletin, Agri- 
culture Commissioner Phil Campbell 
offers some advice to the dairy indus- 
try. He says that the use of automatic 
coin-operated milk vending machines 
could be profitable. 

Basis for his recommendation is a 
recent study made by the South Carolina 
Experiment Station. Ten such machines 
were used at 22 different locations, in- 
cluding schools, theaters, 4-H Club sum- 
mer camps, city parks, a fair, service 
station, farmers’ market, a hotel, office 
building, a textile plant and a college. 

The study showed that consumption 
of milk from other sources was not 
affected but that total consumption 
increased. The vending machines, in other 
words, apparently had no effect on over- 
the-counter milk sales. Total sales in- 
creased from 73 to 1,173 per cent, says 
Mr. Campbell, when milk-vending ma- 
chines were used in conjunction with 
over-the-counter selling in five schools. 

Neither did the milk sales in schools 
interfere with the lunch program or affect 
home deliveries. 

Those who have pointed out that milk 
consumption can be increased by better 
promotion and merchandising methods 
are vindicated in the Clemson study. If 
milk is made readily available, consump- 
tion will increase and the general health 
level will improve.

The American public is confused 
about the obvious reorientation of foreign 
policy now going on within the adminis- 
tration. Since it concerns the future of 
all of us, the people should be told within 
security regulations of basic decisions. 
There is too much secrecy and uncertainty. 

For one thing, the strain on the Atlan- 
tic alliance is becoming more severe. 
Since this has been the cornerstone of all 
our security planning, in what direction 
‘are we moving now? Is it appeasement 
and peace at any price? 

The Middle East turmoil finally boils 
dewn to a contest between the United 
States and Russia because only the United 
States can counter Russian power. The 
same is true everywhere—Europe, Asia, 
Africa. While avoiding an armed clash 
with the United States, the Communists 
attack our allies with feints here, little 
wars there—always with one purpose, to 
weaken this country and to destroy the 
Western alliance. 

Historians are rediscovering the stud- 
ies of Sir Halford J. Mackinder, father of 
geopolitics, whose thinking has figured so 
largely in the history of this country. He 
first outlined his thesis in 1904. It has 
been put to the test in two world wars 
and today obviously has much bearing on 
the Soviet Union’s strategy. Briefly, his 
theory is this: 

“Who rules East Europe commands the 
Heartland (the strategic center of the Eu- 
rasian land mass, protected by mountains, 
desert and the Arctic Ocean.) 

“Who rules the Heartland commands 
the world island (the continents of Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa.) 

“Who rules the world 
mands the world.” 

Mackinder concluded that command of 
this “world island’ would reduce all 
other continents or island masses to the 
role of satgllites—including North and 
South Ameria. He concluded further that 
emergence of air power would have no 
effect on the realities of control. 

The plain fact is that Russia today is 
largely in control of the “Heartland. 
Her move into the Middle East is the first 
step in conquest of Africa and also the rest 
of Asia, say the geopoliticians, and after 
that the rest of the world would be forced 
to fall in line. The Middle East is the 
strategic center of three continents. 

The geopoliticians maintain that the 
United States can defeat the Soviet plot 
only if it retains its alliance with its 
European allies and keeps control of the 
Atlantic Ocean and the Mediterranean. 
Loss of Suez and the Middle’ East to 
Russia could be fatal. 

That is why.the American people 
must be concerned about what is hap- 
pening to our foreign policy and to the 
Atlantic alliance. Their future and that 
of the entire world depends upon defeat- 
ing the Russian objective of winning 
dominance for communism over the vast 
land mass which holds most of the world’s 
population and resources. Any other 
course would be suicidal.

Milk Vending Machines 
Are Proving Practical 


Writing in the Market Bulletin, Agri- 
culture Commissioner Phil Campbell 
offers some advice to the dairy indus- 
try. He says that the use of automatic 
coin-operated milk vending machines 
could be profitable. 

Basis for his recommendation is a 
recent study made by the South Carolina 
Experiment Station. Ten such machines 
were used at 22 different locations, in- 
cluding schools, theaters, 4-H Club sum- 
mer camps, city parks, a fair, service 
station, farmers’ market, a hotel, office 
building, a textile plant and a college. 

The study showed that consumption 
of milk from other sources was not 
affected but that total consumption 
increased. The vending machines, in other 
words, apparently had no effect on over- 
the-counter milk sales. Total sales in- 
creased from 73 to 1,173 per cent, says 
Mr. Campbell, when milk-vending ma- 
were used in conjunction with 
over-the-counter selling in five schools. 

Neither did the milk sales in schools 
interfere with the lunch program or affect 
home deliveries. 

Those who have pointed out that milk 
consumption can be increased by better 
promotion and merchandising methods 
are vindicated in the Clemson study. lf 
milk is made readily available, consump- 
tion will increase and the general health 
level will improve.

The Hungarian revolution began as a peaceful demonstration of 
students and workers demanding redress of their grievances. It be- 
came a revolution when bullets from murderers in the uniforms of 
the secret police and of the Soviet army slaughtered unarmed men, 


women and children. 

It continues as a revolution to- 
day, though the general strike has 
replaced arms as the chief weapon. 
History contains 1.0 _ brighter 
chapter telling of any people's 
heroic struggle for its freedom. 

Many weapons have been used 
against the Hungarian people. 
Overwhelming Soviet forces with 
tanks and planes have committed 
wholesale murder. Treachery in 
its most repulsive form has been 
employed. Cold and hunger have 
been eagerly enlisted as allies by 
the Soviet oppressors. A_ small 
clique of traitors headed by the 
infamous. Janos Kadar has been 
put forward to deceive the Hun- 
garian people.

president should take over the duties of office? 


We may, therefore, assume that 
the question wi!l be taken up again 
in the coming Congress and an 
attempt made to work out a solu- 
tion. 


Discussion of this problem al- 
ready has been revived here and 
there, most exhaustively and thor- 
oughly in a new book, “Second 
Consul,”’ by Edgar Wiggins Waugh, 
of the faculty of Eastern Michigan 
College, who stresses the urgency 
of a solution, offers one of his 
own, catalogues other proposals 
and gives an entertaining history 
of the vice presidency. 

The dilemma arises from Article 
Two, Section One, clause Six of 
our Constitution. In prescribing the 
conditions under which the vice 
president shall assume the duties 
and powers of the President, the 
Constitution lists in addition to re- 
moval from office, death or resig- 
nation of the President—‘‘inability 
to discharge the powers and duties 
of said office.”’ 

But it does not define ‘‘inability”’ 
or say how that shall be deter- 
mined or by whom. In short, it 
offers no guidance whatever. 

Professor ‘Waugh, after citing 


numerous proposals submitted to’ 


the House Judiciary Committee, 
recommends the creation of a 
President Power Commission to 
consist of eight members of the 
Cabinet and eight members of Con- 
gress. The latter would include 
majority and minority floor lead- 


ers of both branches of Congress 


and the chairman and ranking ma- 
jority member of the standing 
committee in each branch which 1s 
charged with matters pertaining to 
presidential inability. 


He also suggests four nonvoting 
members — the vice president, 


Speaker of the House, president : 


pro tem of the Senate and the 
President's wife. The two cabinet 
members not included are the last 
two created—secretary of labor 
and secretary of health, education 
anc welfare. 


The question of the President's 
inability to serve could be raised 
by any two voting members, pro- 
vided one is a member of the 
President’s party, or by any four, 
regardless of party. The commis- 
sion then would investigate, ar- 
ranging for a report by qualified 
medical experts, 

If nine members vote that the 
President is disqualified, then the 
vice president would be advised tc 
assume the duties and powers of 
the office. 


Professor Waugh also recom- 
mends that the law embodying this 
procedure state specifically that 
the vice president succeeds the 
President in case of death, resig- ° 
nation or removal, thus certifying 
by statute the precedent estab- 
lished by John Tyler, the first vice 
president to succeed to the the presi- 
dency on the death of a President.

MELBOURNE, Nov. 25 #—American athletes beat the 
Russians irf Olympic hammer-throwing by subjecting them to 


subtle psychological warfare. 
That's the story going the rounds today in the Olympic 


village here. 

All year Hal Connelly, America’s top hammer thrower. 
and Russia's Mikhail Krovonosov had been waging a world 
record duel. However, many experts believed that in the 
Olympic windup, the Russian would prevail because he is 
noted as a great competitor. 

In pre-Olympic practice here, Americans were assigned 
to the practice field early each morning, and were followed 
by the Russians. This is where the psychology came in. 

The Americans reportedly made great holes in the turf 
resembling hammer digs. The holes were 240 feet or so from 
the throwing ring—far over the world record. The Russians 
could not help but see them when they came out to train. 

At Saturday’s finals, Connelly won with 207 feet, 3% inches. 
Krovonosov was second with 206 feet, 8% inches. 

But the surprising thing was that when pressure was on 
the Russian, he fouled his final three throws.

24 hours to minimize swelling. 


Strapping with adhesive may 
help but a cast with a walking 
caliper may be preferred. This 
is left in place for at least three 
weeks to insure healing. 


Sprains of this nature should 
be treated properly to prevent 


recurrences. When the tendons 
and capsule that surround the 
joint are weakened, the ankle is 
sprained easily. 

Persons who are affected in 
this way should wear a wider 
heel and do appropriate exercises 
to strengthen the muscles.
